Tho McKinley Tariff Act Wholly Bciipon- 


Blblo—Repeal "of tlie Sugar Duty. 


Tho deficiency of the last two years 


has often been attributed to a lack of 
revermo under the present tariff. There 
is no ground for that statement. The de- 
ficiency of roven.no as compared to ex- 
penditures may bo absolutely and •wholly 
attributed to thotariff act of 1890, com- 
mouly known as the McKinley bill, and 
to the increase of expenditure incurred 
by the same congress which, passed that 
act. 
For many years prior to the tariff 


of J890 tho sugar dnties had yielded a 
revenue to tho government equal to 01 
cents per head of the population. Had 
that almost wholly revenue tax contin- 
ued to tho present date it would have 
yielded, a revenue in the period which 
has elapsed since its repeal of about 
§300,000,000. 


The country would also have been 


saved tho payment crat of a deficient 
revenue of an unlawful bounty to sugar 
planters of about $30,000,000. It is trno 
that tho panic which was brought on by 
the silver crazo, coupled with tho un- 
certainty which always ensues from de- 
ficient import duties, ponding a change 
of tariff, especially when tho measure i s 
loiig delayed in congress, might have re- 
duced tho consuming power of the peo- 
ple as to sugtu1 as it has also distinctly 
redncod tho consuming power cf tho peo- 
ple ill. respect to liquors and tobacco, 
thereby again diminishing revenue. 
That reduction would, however, have 
been small, and in any event, except for 
tho repeal of tho revenue tax on sugar in 
1890, 
the treasury would have received 


a revenue from it at least donblo tho 
amount of the subsequent deficiency.-— 
Edward Atkinson.

The McKJnlcy Tariff Act Wholly Respon- 


sible—Repeal of tlie Sujjar I>uty. 


Tho deficiency of the last two years 


has often been attributed to a lack of 
revenue tinder the present tariff. 
There 


is no ground for that statement. The de- 
ficiency of revenue as compared to ex- 
penditures may be absolutely and wholly 
attributed to the tariff ,act of. 1880, com- 
monly known as the"31cKinloy bill, and 
to the increase of ojcpeadituce incurred 
by the same congress which passed that 
act. 
For. many years prior to the tariff 


of 1890 the sugar duties had' yielded a 
revenue to the government equal to 91 
cents per head of the population. 
Had 


that almost wholly revenue tax contin- 
ued to the present date it would have 
yielded a revenue in the period which 
has elapsed sinca its repeal of about 
$300,000,000. 


Tho country would..also have been 


saved the payment out of a, deficient 
revenue of an unlawful bounty to sugar 
planters of about $30,000,000. It ig tmo 
that the panic which -was brought on by 
the silver craze, coupled with the un- 
certainty which always ensues from de- 
ficient import duties, pending a change 
of tariff, especially when tho measure is. 
long delayed in congress, might have re- 
duced the consuming power of the peo- 
ple as to sugar as it has also distinctly 
reduced tho consuming power of the peo- 
ple in respect to liquors and tobacco, 
thereby again 
diminishing revenue. 


That reduction would, however, have 
been S7nall, and in any event, except for 
tho repeal of the revenue tax on.sugar in 
1890, 
the treasury would have received 


a revenue from it at least double the 
amount of the subsequent deficiency.— 
Edward Atkinson.

While kill- 
ing by firearms remains illegal, it is real- 
ized that It'will be impossible to enforce 
this prohibition if arms can be freely 
carried, for the sealers would kill freely 
unless they should happen to be under tho 
very eyes of a revenue cutter. 


TJiiclo Sara's Predicament. 


Meanwhile, the "United States cutters 


have gone out under the old instructions 
to seize all vessels carrying arms not under 
seal. These must be modified speedily by 
orders sent through the Alaska Commer- 
cial company's steamer, which leaves San 
Francisco in a day or two, or else there 
may be another big claim for damages on 
account of illegal seizures filed by the Brit- 
ish government. 


The attitude of the latter is viewed with 


much dissatisfaction at the state depart- 
ment, where it is regarded as an evidence 
of unwarrantable concession to tho Cana-. 
din.n pelagic; sealers. It is also held that 
the effect of the British action is to prac- 
tically nullify all measures of protection 
for tho seals that were conferred by the 
Paris arbitration, and it would not be sur- 
prising, if this course is persisted in, if it 
resulted in a declaration by tho United 
States of the abrogation of the treaty.
